excellent engravings at ao small a price. 


He began with a description of wood 


engravlhg. In this kind the raised por- 
tions of the block of wood catch tba 
printer's Ink as the roller goes over them. 
The block of wood li prepared, cut and 
seasoned and then mode Into Severn] 
pieces. A large full page wood cut la 
made by binding tbe pieces together ao 
that they make one. The tools used by 
the engraver were described. 


The method of duplicating an engrav- 


ing, which Is veijl Ingenious and ; efftjc- 
tlve, was folly described. 


la the Bteel en'graving the engraver 


cuts ort the lines on the block ot steel, 
the lines are Oiled with ink and the pic- 
ture Is then made. Every line mrst be 
carefully out and It requires great skill 
to prepare the plates. 


In the etching the steel plate is covered 


with a substance <vhlch resists the action 
of acid,and the etclijr then scratches out 
his design. He has n'freedom as an etcher 
which he would not have as an engraver 
and the speaker believed that the soul of 
tbe artiat was much more shown lu the 
etching than In the engraving. A dam 
of wax ta placed on the plittr, the acjd 


poured on the plate and tbe steel Is 


eaten away. The plate is then rinsed off 
with water nnd Is ready for Ihe impres- 
sion. 


The manner of engraving postage 


stamps and currency blllp, which are 
made upon steel plates, nas Interesting- 
ly described and lithography then re- 
ceived attention 
Here the drawing of 


the picture or portrait Is made by the 
artiat upon the peculiar stone used, 
which absorbs water. 
The drawing is 


done with a black sift pencil. 
The 


stone Is wet except In places In which 
the linss are drawn. For every [tnprec- 
tlon upon the paper the scone is wet and 
Inked. 


For cnromo-liiUogruphs stone after 


atone! Is prepared each for u different 
color and the Imprint is by means of one 
dton^ at a time, all going to muke the 
complete picture. 


Engraving by the means of photog- 


raphy was the lakt division of the arts of 
illuitratlon touched upon by the speaker.
